WAS $50,000 IN DEBT AT 


TIME OF NOMINATION 


Had Dealings - With Three 


Firms and Was Kept From 
Being Sold Out by Member 
of Staff. 


New York, August § 8&.—-Governor 
William Sulzer, of New York, was 
nearly $50,000 in debt as the result of 
Stock market speculations at the time 
of his nomination, and used-contribu- 
tions to his campaign fund to make 
additional purchases of stock while 
this debt was hanging over him, ac- 
cording to testimony adduced today at 
the hearings of the Frawley commit- 
tee of the legislature. 

The evidence brought to light ts suf- 
ficient, according to Senator Frawley, 
chairman of the committee, to war- 
rant proceedings to impeach the gov- 
ernor for violation of the corrupt prac- 
tices act» The committee closed its 
hearings hére today to consider what 
action should be taken. A decision is 
expect by Monday. 

The governor, according to the 
dence, had dealings with three 
ferent stock exchange firms and was 
saved from being sold out by one firm 
by L. N. Josephthal, a Wall street 
banker, and a member of the gov- 
ernor’s staff as naval 
Josephthal, it was brought out, paid 
a debit balance of $26,739 still stand- 
ing against the account on July 15 
last. This was after the governor had 
received repeated calls for more mar- 


gin.

Used Campaign Funds. 

The governor's transactions with the 
other firms were for cash, and it was 
in connection with one of these that 
Governor Sulzer, according to the evi- 
dence, used campaign contributions. 

Arranged chronologically, the testi- 
mony appeared to show that on Janu- 
ary 1, 1912, there stood on the books 
of the stock exchange firm of Harris 
& Fuller an indebtedness of $48,599 
against the purchase by Governor Sul- 
ger of 500 shares of “Big Four,” 200 
shares American Smelting and Refin- 
ing company and 100 shares of South- 
ern Pacific. This testimony was given 
by Meiville B, Fuller, a member of the 
firm who on Wednesday had refused 
to answer the questions of the com- 
mittee. Before testifying today his 
counsel announced that the governor 
had agreed that “Mr. Fuller's lips 
should be unsealed.” 

There were no other purchases of 
stock recorded on this account, accord- 
ing to the witness, until December 45, 
1912, when the governor bought 100 
shares of “Big Four,” making 600 in 
all. On December 11 the firm, accord- 
ing to a letter produced by the wit- 


ness, made its first call upon the gov- 


ernor. for more margin. The books 
showed that on November 18 previous 
the governor had paid in $10,000 
against the account, and that on De- 
cember 16, apparently in response to 
the call for margin, he paid in $6,000 
more. 
During Governor’s Campaign. 

In October of the same year the evi- 
dence indicated that Frederick Col- 
well, the governor's alleged “dummy,” 
purchased from Boyer, Griswold & Co., 
200 shares of “Big Four” railroad 
stock outright at 60, for $12,025, 
$25 Yepresenting commission. This 
was height of Mr. Sulzer’s cam- 
paign for the governorship and trans- 
cripts from the firm's books showed the 
stock bought on October 16 was paid 
for partly in checks, at least two of 
which were identified in the testimony 
as Sulzer campaign contributions. 
There were seven checks in all, and 
the others are charged by Eugene L. 
Richards, counsel for the committee, 
as having been also campaign checks. 
A transcript of the account in the 
firm's books showing how the payments 
for the stock were made read:

O’NEAL WILL AT ONCE 
CALL SPECIAL ELECTION. 


Feared This Step May Not 
Result in Naming Another 
Alabama Senator Before 


Vote on Tariff. 


TO CALL SPECIAL ELECTION 
TO NAME ANOTHER SENATOR 


Montgomery, Ala., August 8.— 
Grovernor O’Neal issued the follow- 
ing statement tonight: 

“I expect to order a specia) elec- 
tion at once to fill the vacancy in 
the United States senate caused by 
the death of Senator Joseph F. 
Johnston, of Alabama. While this 
is my present intention, conditions 
at Washington might make it nec- 
essary to call an extra session of 
the legislature to fill the vacancy 
at once. I am not inclined, how- 
ever, to think that an extra ses- 
Sion swould be mare exPpeditiou 
than a special election.” 

Because of Alabama's election 
laws, it is feared that this election 
may not result in naming a suc- 
cessor before the final vote on the 
tariff bill now pending.

Washington, August 8.—(Special.) 
The death of Senator Johnston, of 
Alabama, has brought about a com- 
plicated situation affecting the choice 
of his successor and the fate of the 
Underwood-Simmons tariff bill. Ex- 
ponents of the constitution say that 
under the new amendment controlling 
the popular election of United States 
Senators, the governor ifs not author- 
ized to name a successor to Senator 
Johnston. The seventeenth amend- 
ment provides: 

“When vacancies happen in the rep- 
resentation of any state in the sen- 
ate, the executive authority of such 
state shall issue writs of election to 
fill such vacancies: 

“Provided, That the legislature of 
any state may empower the exe@culier 
thereof to make temporary appoint- 
ment until the people fill the vacancies 
by election as the legislature may 
direct,” 

O'Neal Not Authorized. 

Alabama’s legislature has taken no 
action under this amendment aathor- 
izing GOvernor O'Neal to fill vVacan- 
cies; therefore, he can neither call an 
election nor make a temporary ap- 
appointment. The legislature when it 
meets may authorize the governor to 
make such temporary app0Ointment 
pending an election which will prob- 
ably be ordered held at an early date. 

Governor O’Neal had so much diffi- 
culty with the legislature the last 
time that Lody was on his hands, he 
would not consent to call a special] 
session for the consideration of local 
measures. No ‘recourse is left him, 
however, in the present emergency. 
The alternative would be to have Ala- 
bama represented by only one sen- 
ator and would cost the democratic 
Side One vote On questions affecting 
the tariff. 

Dangerous Margin on Tariff. 

The loss of Senator Johnston gives 
the democrats 50 voteg in the senate, 
and the republicans 45. Both Louis- 
iana senators are counted against the 
bill, which reduces the democratic ma- 
jority to one. The uncertainty ag to 
the course of Senators Newland, of 
Nevada; Welsh, of Montana, and Sha- 
froth, of Colorado, makes this a dan- 
geroOus margin. Of course, it might 
happen thai all three would vote for 
the bill, and that Senator Ransdell, 
of Louisiana, would not vote against 
it, or Senator Poindexter, progressive 
republican, might vote for it, pui rne 
situation is critical. 

Representative Hobson, of Alabama, 
has already announced as a candidate 
for the full six-year term, beginning 
March 4, 1915. Whether he will as- 
pire for the short term is not known. 
Representative J. Thomas Heflin and 
Representative Henry D. Clayton are 
the other prospective candidates. 

Underwood is Considered. 

Friends of Representative Oscar W. 
Underwood are considering him in this 
connection. He would not entertain 
the thought of aspiring for the short 
term, as he will not abandon his 
work as houSe leader until the pres- 
ent tariff bill ts out of the way. Ask- 
ed whether he would be a candidate 
for the full term, Mr. Underwood said: 

“T am not prepared at preSent to 
make any declaration of my inten- 
tions. A great deal will depend upon 
circumstances. Of course, I could not 
be a candidate for the unexpired term 
of Senator Johnston. Whether I shall 
enter the race later is for 
to determine.”

Checks for Campaign. 

The John Lynn check was identified 
as a campaign contribution in testi- 
mony on Wednesday, and Lyman A. 
Spaulding, a lawyer, testified today 
that his check likewise was a cam- 
Ppaign contribution. 

During the same month 
shares “Big Four” were 
to Colwell by Fuller & Gray, another 
stock exchange firm. This is the 
firm which had on its books “ac- 
count No. 500,” the identity of which 
was solved today when a clerk, Ef- 
fingham E. Sutton, testified that Mr. 
Gray had told him the account was 
Governor Sulzer’s. 

The governor’s next transaction in 
Wall street as developed by the evi- 
dence was on January 16, 1913, when 
he deposited a $5,000 check of A. E. 
Spriggs against his tindebtedness to 
Harris & Fuller. On Jul# 9, 1913, he 
further reduce this indebtedness by 
selling his 100 shares of Southern Pa- 
cific for $9,284. The governor's ac- 
count with Harris & Fuller, according 
to Mr. Fuller, was known as No. 63. 

The governor, according to Mr. 
Fuller, ignored the firm’s calls for 
more margin. One letter sent him 
June 9, 1913, read: 

“We sent you a telegrany last week 
Stating that we would like to have an 
interview with you, but as yet have 
not received any reply. It is very im- 
portant that we shall get into com- 
munication with you {!mmediately.” 

A second letter, dated June 11, read: 

“We have endeavored for a number 
of days to get in touch with you in 
reference to the condition of your ac- 
count, it being very bad and weak. We 
must insist on immediate attention 
to this very important matter, there- 
fore we request @ deposit of $15,000 
at once to brine your account up to 
the required margin.”

Dockyard of Solid Rock.

The New South Wales government dock- 
on Cockatoo island, in Sydney harbor, 
out of solid rock.

The Marshal of the Turtles.

There has always been considerable dis- 
cussion among Biblical scholars as to the lo- 
cation of Calvary, the place where Christ was 
crucified, and their opinions vary consider- 
ably. The location was undoubtedly outside 
of the city of Jerusalem, but near it and was 
probably near a high road, for we are told 
that it was “a site visible afar off.” The spot 
is generally known as Golgotha and four 
reasons have been suggested for the name. 

One of these is that it was a place where 
skulls were to be ‘found; but this seems to 
have been improbable. Another was that the 
“hill” was skullshaped. This ts a popular 
modern view. Against it may be urged that 
there is no evidence that Golgotha was a hill 
at all. A third is that the name is due to an 
ancient and probably pre-Christian tradition 
that the skull of Adam was found there. And 
the fourth, and a highly probable theory, is 
that the legend of the skull of Adam and 
even the name Golgotha have their origin in 
the “Capitolium” of Aelia Capitolina, which 
stood on the site now occupled by the Church 
of the Sepulcher. ; 

Of the many proposed sites for Golgotha 
or Calvary it may be briefly said that there 
is no side of the city which has not been sug- 
gested by some authority for “the place of 
the skull;” but practically speaking there 
are only two worth considering, the tradi- 
tional site and the “green hill” or “Gordon's 
Calvary.” The traditional site, included in 
the Church of the Sepulcher and in close 
proximity to the tomb itself, has a contin- 
uous tradition attached to it from the days 
of Constantine. 

In favor of this site it may be argued with 
great plausibility that it is very unlikely 
that all tradition of a spot so important in 
the eyes of Christians should have been lost, 
even allowing all vicissitudes that the city 
passed through between the crucifixion and 
the days of Constantine. 

With regard to the 
of the Damascus gate, which has had so 
much support in some quarters, its claims 
are based upon the four presuppositions that 
Golgotha was shaped like a skull, that the 
present skull-shaped hil]. had such an ap- 
pearance at the time of the Crucifixion, that 
the ancient road and wall ran as they do to- 
day, and that the Crucifixion was near the 
“place of stoning.” 

It is beyond doubt that the Calvary we 
have been considering is the same as that of 
the middle ages, but is it correct to identify 
it with that of the Gospels? It has long been 
far within the city walls. But did the city 
wall which has inclosed it for so many cen- 
turies inclose it when Christ was crucified?

WHERE WAS CALVARY? 


That is, did the present city wall exist when 
the Saviour was put to death? If so, this 
could not have been the place of the cruci- 
fixion, for Christ was crucified outside of the 
city walls. St. Willibald, Soewulf and many 
Others asked themselves this question. But 
it was not until two centuries ago that an 
affirmative answer was ventured by Korte, 
a German bookseller. Not, however, did the 
new opinion obtain supporters. Then a school 
Sprang up which first rejected the old site 
and eventually set about seeking new ones. 

The authenticity of Calvary is intimately 
bound up with that of the Holy Sepulcher. 
Relative to the authenticity of the sites of 
both, the ecclesiastical writers who are the 
first to break silence after the Evangelists 
seem to leave no room for doubt. Now, it ts 
not easy to see how these, the chief repre- 
sentatives of an apologetical age, could have 
overlooked the above difficulty advanced by 
modern writers, especially when simple pil- 
grims are Known to have anticipated it. The 
Spirit of investigation had awakened in the 
church long years previous to them, and the 
accredited custodians of the tradition, the 
Jerusalem community, had been ruled by @ 
continuous succession of bishops since Apos- 
tolic times. Under these circumstances, our 
first available witness tells us that a re- 
semblance of the site had actually been 
transmitted. As a telling testimony to the 
confidence they merit herein, it need only be 
remarked that of sixteen modern charts of 
the Holy City collected by Zimmermann only 
four place Golgotha within the second or 
outermost wall in the time of Christ. 

The most popular of several sites propos- 
ed is that of Otto Thenius, better known as 
Gordon's Calvary and styled by the latter 
‘Skull Hill” because of its shape. Conder ts 
the chief supporter of this view. This site 
is the elevation over Jeremiah’s Grotto, not 
far from the Damascus Gate. In default of 
any historic basis, and owing to the insuf- 
ficiency of the Gospel data—-which may he 
verified equally well on either side of the 
city—upholders of the new theories usually 
take for granted one or other of the follow- 
ing statements: That Christ should have 
been immolated north of the altar. like tha 
typica] victims; that Calvary was a place of 
public execution; that the place reserved for 
crucifixion, if there was one, was identical 
with a presumed stoning place; that a mod- 
ern Hebrew tradition as to a fixed stoning 
place could be substantiated in the time of 
Christ, and that the violent mob to which 


Christ was delivered would have conformed 
to whatever custom was prescribed for the 
occasion. These affirmations all bear the 
mark of fitness, but until documents are pro- 
cured to confirm them they must inevitably 


fall short as proofs of acts.
